and a radical “groupie" who 
1 lirted w ith involvem ents in the 
Sym bionese Liberation Arm y, 
the United Prisoners Union and 
Vietnam V eterans A gainst the 
War. 
“She w as a strange wom an," 
says a man who worked with 
her on the Hearst kidnap food 
giveaw ay,

woman." 
The FBI acknow ledged that 
she w as hired Yts “a possible 
security informant" from June 
1974 to June 1975. She w as fired 
for tellin g an underground 
newspaper about her cland es­ 
tine job. 
E ven before she spoke out 
about her inform er status, M rs. 


Moore w as suspect in the un­ 
d ergrou n d . 
E sta b lish m en t 
types who worked with her on 
the food giveaw ay w eren’t too 
sure of her either; she ev en ­ 
tually w as fired. 
After she blew her cover last 
June. Mrs. Moore tried to gam 
acceptance in the radical com ­ 
munity but w as shunned by 
many. She began g ivin g inter­ 
view s on her sojourn as an in­ 
form ant.

Patty Hearst and two SLA com ­ 
rades last Thursday — before 
the FBI had announced it.

O’Connor said he didn’t know 
the affidavit would be released 
to the news media by the clerk’s 
office. 
According to an inventory list 
filed 
in Dayton

Court, police recovered a 12- 
gauge shotgun, a .22 caliber 
pistol and a quantity of amuni- 
tion. 
A hit-and-run gunman, firing 
a shotgun from an automobile, 
has killed seven blacks since 
1972. Several others have been 
injured. Two were shot to death 
w ithin 15 minutes of each other 
July 15. 
In the affidavit, police said 
Long adm itted the killing of 
Glatt and the July 15 shootings. 
They said he admitted using a 
shotgun in the last two slayings 
“as well as numerous other 
shootings.”

These gases are formed by 
bacterial actions that take 
place during early silage fei- 
mentation, says W E. Stuckey, 
Extension Leader, safety, the 
Ohio State University 
Under certain conditions, 
deadly gases form that can 
seriously injure or kill human 
and livestock. One of the mast 
common is nitrogen dioxide. 
When nitrogen oxide gases are 
inhaled, severe dam age to # 
lungs may occur Even brief 
exposures can cause death or 
perm anent injury, Stuckey 
says. 
All but one of the gases are 
brown, yellow or orange in 
color. They have an odor 
similar to hypochlorite used in 
bleach and dairy disjnfectants. 
Since they are heavier than air. 
they flow downward and settle 
in low areas in and around the 
silo. When a person is exposed, 
a burning sensation is felt in the 
nose and throat. Severe ex­ 
posure will result in choking 
Although these gases 
are 
formed during the first 
48 
hours, they 
may remain a 
serious problem to man and 
livestock for 10 to 14 days, if 
areas are not well ventilated. 
To protect yourself against 
gases when filling silos, keep 
doorsopen as near the level of 


crop I ill as possible. If.doors are 
'dosed above the level of silage, 
gases can accumulate in this 
pocket. Ventilate the silo, silo 
chute, and surroundings by 
running the blower for 10 to 15 
minutes before entering the silo 
or chute during the filling 
period and the first two weeks 
alter filling. Completely ven­ 
tilate the silo area during the 
two-week period by opening 
roof doors, w indows and doors 
of silage room, and top of the 
chute, where possible. Since 
gases are heavier than air, they 
accumulate at the base of the 
silo and in surrounding areas. 
After the two-week period, if 
a 
blower 
is 
not 
available, 
cautiously climb up the chute to 
the top door. Detect presence of 
gases by sight and smell before 
entering the silo. If silo is dark, 
take a flashlight with you. 
Leave the area immediately if 
brown, yellow and orange gases 
are seen or if burning and 
choking are felt in the nose and 
throat. 
„ 
(’all your doctor immediately 
if accidentally exposed to the 
gases. Do not be deceived by an 
apparent recoverv 
Universal gas masks are not 
recommended. These are of no 
value where there is a lack of 
oxygen due to displacement by 
gases. The only protective 
device js a self-contained one 
where the oxygen tank is à part 
of thp gear.

“ I’d filled the silo a day or 
two earlier," Homer Althouse 
recalls “and I knocked on the 
outside to find out where the top 
of the silage was." 
"I knocked in the door maybe 
three feet above it, and 1 knew 
right away it was full of gas—it 
was pitch black in there. 
" I ran down the ladder to the 
ground (about 20 feet > as fast as 
I could, and the gas chased me 
for about 100 feet... We stood 
there and watched it disappear, 
and the stuff was about four 
feet deep even then."

referring to was 
nitrogen 
dioxide, according to Paul 
Gipp,

It

T h e P attV H ears! story goes far beyond the 
p erson al trag edy elem ent for the young w om an, 
h er fam ily an d friends.

F ro m th at tim e 18 m onths ago when she w as 
pu rsu ing her life in the com fort of relative ob­ 
sc u rity to the present, h er story has been etched 
in headlines an d docum ented by the evening 
news. 
M ost A m ericans, young and old. have followed 
the accounts of her kidnap, pleas for help from 
h er fam ily, a p p a re n t traasfo rm ation into a 
revolutionary and eventual cap ture 
T he FBI has been subjected to criticism over 
the c a se but persisted in the investigation until it 
proved fruitful. The FBI can take justified 
satisfaction in having w rapped up the case. 


T H E UO U RTS 
will decide w hat happens to 
P atty H earst and that will close the books of­ 
ficially on the m a tte r as the m am c h a ra c te rs in 
the d ra m a try to pick up the thread s of their 
lives. 
But. of course, this will not be the end ol the 
P a tty H ea rst story 
M any lives have been touched indirectly b\ the 
events of the last y ear and a half, and we would 
hope the outcom e of that influence will be 
positive. 


It is true that Patty H ears: b eca m e a heroine 
to som e people 
a sy mbol of resistance to the 
E stab lish m en t, outwitting the FBI speaking for 
the poor and the oppressed. 
But if those who w ere infatuated with the 
exploits of the Symbiont'se Liberation A rm y 
(SLA would take an objective look at the case, 
the truth is inescapable. 
T o begin w ith. P atty H earst w as kidnaped as a 
rep resen tativ e of an “ oppressive society . ' she 
din not m ake initial contact with the SLA of her 
own free will. 
L ater, when she sup po sed h renounced her 
p aren ts and society, it ca m e during her tim e of 
cap tu re - -hardly a sy mbol ol free choice. 


And w h at about tfie goals of the SLA? The 
group app arently wdnfod food distributed to the 
poor But w hat did the millions spent for food for 
a portion of C alifornia's poor really accom plish? 
M aybe a m eal or two w ere provided a t the cost 
of m aking hundreds of hu m an beings act a great 
deal like an im als, fighting and scratch in g for a 
little of the free food 
\t te r it w as all over, C alifornia's hungry a re 
still hungry and the poor still poor 
T hen ca m e the shootout and fire which wiped 
out most of the SLA m em b ers in a foolish 
suicidal gesture that ag ain failed to accom plish 
any of the g ro u p ’s stated goals 
Following this. P a tty H earst and William and 
Em ily H arris played a continuous g am e of hide 
and seek, never really feeling com fortable or 
secure 
T he life of a 
fugitive may 
ap p e a r 
som ew hat glam orous in an hour-long television 
show 
but we doubt that any real-life fugitive 
would recom m en d that way of life. 
If anything good is to com e out of this talt? of 
fear, crim e, d eath and sh attere d lives, we trust it 
will be that the truth p ortrayed will be taken 
seriously by any would-be revolutionary 
The Patty H earst .SLA story is som ething like 
,i tiny sta r in the depths of space w hich flashes 
fo ra split second, then winks out forever without 
clianging the status of the universe one iota 
WE HF MtTII.Y 
enco urag e anyone in our 
society to *upport the cause of the poor, to work 
for a b etter nation and a better world. These a re 
goals w orthy of a lifetime of dedication but 
w isdom m ust be exercised in the selection of 
methods and w eapons 
It i1- far b etter to help a single down-and-out 
tatruly than to blow up 50 federal buildings. 
Tire real revolutionary is the m a n or w om an 
w ho works diligently for as long as necessary to 
effect desired change, not som eone who gets a 
kick out of m u rdering a policem an or is in­ 
fatuated with the sound of his or her voice 
spouting em pty rhetoric.

The issue here, it seem s to 
me. is m ore an issue of political 
philosophy than of economic 
im pact. At the m om ent, the 
g u id e lin e s a r e m e r e ly p r o ­ 
posals; they could not becom e 
final until som e tim e next y ear.

reasonable cost,
